Students Earn Money, Grades 
In Two Business 50 Programs 


The only prerequisites are that 
you must work an average of at 
least fifteen hours per week and 
must have the approval of both 
the coordinator and the employ- 
er. ; 
It is possible to earn four 
grade units: three in approved 
work experience and one in a 
seminar class. The seminar class 
focuses upon situations that the 
students encounter in the busi- 
ness world. Also stressed is the 
ability to get along with em- 
ployer and fellow employees. 
The student is graded by both 
employer and coordinator. Forms 
are sent to the employer twice a 
semester, are filled out, then 
sent to the coordinator. Next 
step is a counseling appointment 
with the coordinator, who in- 
forms you of how your employer 
rated you.

The art of Karate spread from 
China to many Asian countries 
and islands. In Okinowa the art 
consisted mainly of hand move- 
ments. Although it was practiced 
extensively, it was not recogniz- 
ed officially by the Japanese un- 
til 1917. The Japanese then 
studied it, refined it, and added 
the final touches so that man 
now had the knowledge of how 
to apply his body to the utmost. 

Modern Karate is the culmi- 
nation of the study of uman 
anatomy, the law of physics and 
human psychology. Japanese Ka- 
rate employs the usuage of the 
legs more predominantly rather 
than a predominance of the 
hands. In 1954 after the occu- 
pation, all martial arts were 
banned for several years. 

Despite this setback, Japan is 
now considered the capitol of 
the world of Martial Arts. in 
olden times Karate was called 
the Ballet of Death because its 
movements were like that of a 
ballet dancer’s, but the execut- 
ed blows were so lethal.

‘Vietnam Era’ Veterans Return 
For GI Bill Education Benefits 


Veterans Administration is 
doing a brisk business in GI Bill 
benefits for Vietnam Era veter- 
ans who are now returning to 
civilian life at an average rate 
of 70,000 a month. 

Under law which took affect 
in mid-1966, the government 
provides education subidies and 
home loan guarantees for vet- 
erans discharged after January 
81, 1965, with at least six 
months of active service in the 
armed forces. 

An estimated 532,000 vets en- 
rolled this fall in colleges, tech- 
nical schools or vocational train- 
ing courses with VA paying all 
or most of the expenses. Full 
time students get monthly allow- 
ance of $130.00, out of which 
they pay their own tuition and 
living costs. Additional allow- 
ances are provided if they have 
dependents. 

This fall’s GI Bill enrollment 
represents a sharp increase over 
the fall of 1967, when only 
183,000 veterans claimed their 
right to subsidize schooling. The 
VA expects another sharp in- 
crease next year.

Since the new GI Bill took 
effect, about 800,000 vets have 
obtained home loans with VA 
guarantees. The ceiling on loan 
guarantees recently was raised 
by Congress from $7500 to 
$12,500. Most loans are long- 
term, ranging up to 30 years, 
and carry a maximum interest 
rate of 6% %. 

Although readjustment bene- 
fits are available to servicemen 
who were discharged between 
1955 and the beginning of ma- 
jor U. S. involvement in Viet- 
nam, the majority of applicants 
come from men who’ve served 
during what the VA officially 
designates “the Vietnam Era” — 
since August 4, 1964. 

There are now about 2.5 mil- 
lion ‘Vietnam Era” vets in civil- 
ian life and the total is swelling 
at a rate of about 840,000 a 
year. The impact is reflected in 
the VA’s budet, which has climb- 
ed by an average of $300 mil- 
lion a year for the past four 
years, and now stands at $7 bil- 
lion annually, the fourth largest 
item of federal expenditures. 

Veteran’s Administration fig- 
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ures indicate that only about 1 
out of 4 “Vietnam Era” veterans 
actually has seen service in the 
Southeast Asian war theater. 
But no distinction is drawn in 
GI Bill benefits, between those 
who put in their time stateside 
and those who were on the front 
lines. That is the same policy 
followed in past wars. It is bas- 
ed on the theory that every man 
in uniform serves where his 
country sends him.° 


However, the VA has adopted 
an important new policy. It is 
now actively seeking out re- 
turning veterans to tell them of 
the benefits available to them, 
instead of waiting for them to 
come in and ask. 


Veterans Administrator Will- 
iam J. Driver calls this new pro- 
gram “our search and _ assist 
strategy. ‘‘We are now dedicat- 
ed to the proposition that the 
first right of a veteran is te 
full and timely knowledge of the 
benefits to which he is concern- 
ed and effective help of his gov- 
ernment in obtaining these bene- 
fits.
